“Contrary to typical rumors, town employees al- 
ways benefit from the adoption of the Manager plan. 
The benefit comes from position classification and salary 
schedules based on like work in private industry. Em- 
ployees are hired on the basis of their ability —” 

We are quoting from the Woburn Times, Aug. 22, 
1955. The story is a report on a speech by our former 
Town Manager, Dean ©, Cushing, a speech made in 
Burlington, to a civic group there. 

If Mr. Cushing is interested in chasing down one 
of those Gf rumors”, we advise him to ask some 
of the employees of the Town of Wilmington about it, 
for one of them started right here, in 1953. 

Voters of the town will recall the Annual Town 
Meeting of that year — the year in which he had our 
famous $46 tax rate. 

Mr. Cushing proposed to pay our Town Clerk, our 
‘Town Tax Collector our Town Treasurer, etc, the muni- 
ficent sum of a year. He not only proposed it, 
but he succeeded in getting the proposal through th 
Town Meeting, in the face of a counter proposal to 
raise their salaries to $2700 a year. “Even if you vote| 
it, I_won’t pay it!” was the way he put it. 

That salary of $2500 a year doesn’t even compare 
to the salary that is paid a school teacher, in her tizst 
year of teaching, let alone salaries that are paid to 
officials in comparable positions, where $4000 a year 
is a low salary. 

Our Police Department, too, can remember that 
year, with a little bitterness, if they wish, for they, too, 
were allowed to have only a bone. 

In the 1954 meeting while Mr. Cushing was loung-| 
ing about the ante-room, (he had promised to attend 
the Town Meeting, and he did, for three seconds) (he 
was now City Manager of Gloucester), the Town of Wilm- 
ington rectified the errors of the previous year, and 
voted a salary of $3100 to the officials that Mr. Cushing 
thought were worth. only $2500 a year. The town also 
inereased the pay for the Police Department. It took 
the town to do it, not a Town Manager. 

And that, Mr. Cushing, is where one of those 


“rumors” started.

The Court has stated, in 
effect, that the Finance 
Committee is a fact-finding 
board and that. the com- 
mittee, acting on their own 
responsibility, de- 
chde that an extraordinary 
or unforseen situation has a- 
risen necessitating the 
transfer of funds from the 
Reserve Fund, such a trans- 
fer -may be made, 

With reference to your 
question as to whether the 
Board of Selectmen may au- 
thorize a transfer from the 
Board. of Health appropria- 
tion for the use of the Water 
Committee, you are advised 
that, in my opinion such 
transfer may be voted only 
by the town meeting, since 
appropriating power is ves- 
ted in the town meeting only. 

T realize that in’ the Act 
which created the town 
Manager form of govern- 
ment in the town of Wil- 
mington there is a reference 
to certain ‘transfers which 
the town manager may make 
but, in my opinion, those 
transfers would result only 
in case the town manager 
merges certain, departments 
of the town, in which case 
the natural consequences 
would be the merging of ap- 
propriatitig originally voted 
for the use of those depart- 
ments.
